In Tiew from the »indows of theSenate Chamber, without the city limits, andforming the boundary between the Districtand the State of Maryland, rises a mountainridge occupied by a numerous and increasingpopulation worthy of consideration for theirmoral standing, daily and faithfully perform¬ing their duties as citizens, but destitute ofmeans to educate and fit their children forprogressive usefulness and a due participationin the common privileges of our republicaninstitutions. Congress has generously aidedsome of our colleges and a»yluma. Municipalbounty has established nnd supports publicschools within the city. But, notwithstandingurgent appeals have been made to the legisla¬tive bodies, who alone have the power to applya remedy, hundreds of children in the north-em section of the county ef Washington arepermitted to grow up in ignorance withinsight of the Capitol, where eloquent haranguesare hourly poured forth on the importance ofuniversal education, and the equality ofrights which our government guarantees to all.Petitions from the inhabitants of Roek CretkParish and other parts of the county are nowslumbering on the table of the committees ofthe District, praying for aid to enable themto build school houses, and establish publicschools accessible and open to all ; and it isbelieved that the members of these commit¬tees are favorable to the ot ject. The pressureof other questions may have deterred themfrom reporting their views at the la?t session ;but it is hoped that some action will be taken

on the subject now that a favorable opening ispresented.
In every political speech, and in every pub¬lic journal, we are constantly reminded thatit is on the virtue and intelligence of the peo¬ple alone that a republic can stand secure.The State legislatures have given in their ad¬hesion to this wholesome axiom by liberal ap¬propriations for educating the communitiesrepresented, forcing ignorance to seek a restingplace in spots which this benignant policy hasnot been able to reach, or where the progressof its humanizing influences is impeded bythe mass of mental and moral degradationwhich has been ejected upon our shores from

the surfeited appetite cf the Old World. It is
a reasonable assumption, therefore, that if
the Committee of the District can agree on
and report a remedy for the evil whiih now
afflicts and paralyze? a large portion of our
citizens who look to no other source of relief,it will encounter no jcrious opposition in its
way to the statute book.
